two occasions, she went to Pennsylvania Statiori where she entered the Ladies Room 
and was not observed to emerge. Pennsylvania Station has entrances to the Ladies 
Room on more than one floor and any of these entrances or exits can be reached 
from the inside by going from one -floor to the other* Of course, any Agents on 
surveillance are unable to ascertain from what exit a person might leave, and in 
the event a subject unexpectedly goes to Pennsylvania Station and enters the

Since I did not know that such a book 
had been written and I had not been contacted by 
either Toledano or his co-author, Lasky, concerning 
this book, I made inquiries and learned that advance 
copies had been sent out to the others mentioned in 
the preface. It appears that the publication date set 
for the book is April 7, 1950. Since an advance copy 
was not sent to me I arranged to borrow a copy over the 
weekend. 



I was so concerned over the misstatements 
and innuendos contained in the book that I called Mr. 
Ladd this morning and asked him to convey to you the 
information that I had. nothing whatsoever to do with 
the writing of this book and, in fact, had no know- 
ledge that my name was being used for such purposes. 

This morning I tried to reach Toledano 
but he was not available at his office. I was able 
to. reach Lasky on the telephone and advised him of my 
strong feelings about my name being used in the preface 
of this book, particularly, since they had not even 
taken the trouble to either contact or to advise me 
that they intended to refer to me as having assisted

them. I further told him that the book was full of 
inaccuracies and that I, particularly, resented some 
of the statements made in the book. 

I told Mr. Lasky that everyone agreed, 
who had any knowledge of the Hiss-Chambers case, that 
there never would have been an indictment or a con- 
viction of Hiss if it had not been for the thorough- 
going investigative work performed by the FBI. There- 
fore, in spite of the complimentary reference to the 
FBI on Page 251, I could not see any reason "for their 
statement on Page 221: 

"Whatever might be said of its publicity- seeking 
proclivities, the Committee had* been' the first 
to force into the open aspects which the FBI had 
failed to uncover of the most serious, case of 
espionage in American history." 

I also told him that I did not see the 
reason for references to the FBI on Page 118 concerning 
the interview of Chambers in 194-3, or on Page 139 
wherein Bentley is described as having an opportunity 
to relate her experiences with the FBI to Senator 
Ferguson 1 s Committee. 

I also informed Lasky that I resented 
the misstatements on Pages 22$ and 226, which, in effect, 
say that McGohey obtained the indictment of Hiss before 
the" Grand Jury. I informed him that he and Toledano 
should well know from the public records that McGohey 
did not appear before the Grand Jury at any time except 
v/ith reference to the presentation of the material 
which resulted in the indictment of the twelve Communists 
under the Smith Act. I said that this misstatement 
raised the implication that it was necessary for McGohey 
to appear before the Grand Jury in order that an indict- 
ment could be returned. 

Lasky said he was very sorry that the errors 
had- been made and that Toledano, who had done the writing, 
would make corrections in subsequent editions. 

Lasky asked if I had taken the matter up 
with Toledano and I informed him that I had not been 



able to reach Toledano and suggested that he ad- 
vise Toledano of my feelings in this matter, par- 
ticularly, my strong objections' to being referred 
to in the preface as having been of some assis- 
tance, when, in fact, I did not know the book was 
being written.

BACKGROUND: 

The front cover of the book refers to it as "The True 
Story of the Hiss-Chambers tragedy," It carries the comment by 
William L.h White , Editor of the Emporia Gazette, that this is 
"The first complete account of the greatest trial of our time, 
one which has confused and divided Americans as the Dreyfus case 
split another generation in France. But this brilliant book, as 
exciting as a detective story and as factual as a multiplication 
table, in the end puts to rest all those doubts which so long 
have troubled thoughtful Americans." 

REGARDING* THE AUTHOR: * 

Mr. Toledano is described as an assistant editor of 
Newsweek 99 and is an expert on Communist and Falangist espionage. 
He covered the Hiss case and the trial of the 11 Communists for 
Newsweek and has written extensively on totalitarian subversion. 

Mr. Lasky, a "World-Telegram and Sun" writer has also 
yearned a considerable reputation in the field of Communist exposure, 
tffe has worked on newspapers in New York and Chicago and was a 
correspondent for "Stars and Stripes" during the war in the 
European Theater.

Memo to L. B. Nichols: 
• 

Director that he had just learned that his name had been mentioned 
in the preface and that he wished to advise that he had not been 
contacted by either of the authors* that he had not furnished 
any information to them and that he had not authorised the use 
of his name. 

By memorandum dated March 27, 1950, Mr. A. H. Belmont 
stated that he had talked with ASAC Whelan regarding the use of 
Spencer's name. Whelan stated that he had talked the matter over 
with Spencer and that he had at no time authorised the authors 
to use his name in the preface and that he had furnished no 
information to them. 

Page 81 ~ 82: 

Portions of Chambers' testimony before the House Un- 
American Activities Committee v&re quoted. Representative Richard 
Nixon was questioning Chambers regarding various individuals 
in the Government who had been active with him in espionage 
activities . Mr. Nixon asked him if he had mentioned to Mr. Berle 
the name of Harry DexterWhite of the Treasury, among others. 
Chambers replied "No; because at that time I thought that I 
had broken Mr. White away* and it was about four years later 
that I first told the FBI about Mr. White." Mr. Nixon then 
repeated Chambers' statement to the effect that he had delayed 
in telling the FBI about White because he was convinced thaf 
he had broken him away and asked Chambers if that was correct. 
Chambers replied that it was. 

Page 89 -90: 

In the early months of 1940j Will'\llenJ labor editor 
for -the "Washington Daily News" was assigned\to write an article 
about Communist infiltration in the Government. In the course 
of this assignment he contacted Chambers in New York and Chambers 
gave him the names of four NK7D men operating in Washington. On 
Allen's return to Washington he made this information known to 
his superior at the newspaper. Allen then suggested that they 
make a "deal" with the FBI adding "We'll give them the tip* they 
can track down these boys* and we'll get arr^exclusive in return." 
On this basiSj he then passed the names of the four Russian secret 
police operatives to the Bureau.- To his surprise* according to 
the book* the FBI was dubious. He was advised that the 'matter 
would have to be cleared with the State Department. Allen then 
went to the State Department to the office of a friend who handled 
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security matters -there* He advised him thai; he was speaking off 
the record and that he was not at liberty to reveal the source 
of his information. He advised his friend in the State Department 
that he had the names of four NKVD men operating in Washington* 
"And the FBI won 't move in until it gets clearance from the 
State Department^ " he added. 

Page 206r_ 

It was stated that in 1941 the FBI undertook a routine 
check of AlgerXgiss, "But this' Hatch Act investigation proved 
nothing except that Alger was a very circumspect government 
official. Though rumors of his leftist proclivities persisted, 
the investigators turned up not the slightest trace of connection 
with even the mildest Communist front," 

Page 107: 

■ "(In 1944, a reporter crbtained a< copy of an FBI report 
which linked Hiss, Nathan aregoryJISilvermaster—a notorious 
Communist despite his immunity in the government--and twenty 
others. The reporter learned that this information had been 
submitted to the State Department in 1943 but that it had been 
ignored, ) " 

Page 112 - 113: 

"Early in March, 1946, some of Secretary of State 
James F, Byrnes' former senatorial colleagues warned him that 
attacks were being prepared which would name Hiss a Communist, 
The new Secretary of ' State called Alger in and asked him point" 
blank, 'Are you a Communist, Mr. Hiss?' Hiss looked Byrnes 
in the. eye and denied the charge,* Byrnes reluctantly accepted 
Hiss' words. But he had one suggestion to make,

Pages 133 - 235.- ^ 

It^^sy^tated that Elisabeth^Bentley went to the FBI 
in August; \L949J but instead of going to the Washington or New 
York FBI Offices she went to the New Haven Office. That office 
reported her conversation to^the *New York Office 'and arrangements 
were made for her ~bo be interviewed. At first she did not talk 
freely. "To FBI officials, the outline of her story was not news. 
But the names she earnestly mentioned staggered them. Among 
those she accused were a White House jxdviser, a Treasury official^ 
a State Department employee, and a*host of other strategically 
placed government employees. Even to men whose work was counter- 
espionage, her story was unbelievable. Wary that she might be a 
plant, or worse a double agent, they refused to take her seriously. 

"For months she lived through that cliff-hanging 
frustration and suspense which are the stock-in-trade of Hitchcock 
Ythrillers. She had the facts, but no one seemed to believe her. 
iFinaily, the FBI was sufficiently convinced to put her to the 
Itest. Return to the espionage network, she was told, and bring 

I us the kind jof concrete evidence which will prove your story. 
Simultaneously, the FBI would continue its own investigation. 
Reluctantly, Betty Bentley agreed." 

"In Qcimber, she informed the FBI that she had an 
appointment withj^bromov. Obviously, it was his job to determine 
if she was trustvrorthy after her period of inactivity. As they 
walked along the deserted Hudson River waterfront late at night, 
Gromov's speech and manner were ominous. 'He told me something 
was wrong with me because' I would not accept the money that was 
piling up in Moscow for me. He kept pressing me and told me that 
unless I accepted the money he had in his pocket, he would consider 
me a traitor and I knew what that meant. Finally, I got him away 
from the dock region, and he gave me the money. '" 
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*{Gromov, of course, did not know that this transaction 
was witnessed by FBI agents or that the envelope, containing 
$2,000 in $20 billSj was to land in an FBI safe." 

"But Gromov was shrewd enough to realise that something 
had happened to Elisabeth Bentley. Though she was permitted ' - 
to hold her job with the United States Service and Shipping Corp} 
until it was liquidated in 1947, she was no longer given the sort 
of espionage assignment which 'would have clinched the case Jbr 
the FBI* . She still made trips to Washington, but alrl her contacts 
seemed to have been warned to be careful with her. Trailed at

Department of Justice that a grand jury investigation of 
Communist espiondge-noas long overdue* ~ Still without concrete 
evidence, but with the approval t of President Truman, the 
government, moved ahead. Thomas " J. Donegan, an ex-FBI man 
practicing law, was appointed special assistant Attorney General 
by Tom Clark. On March 22, 1947, a Federal grand jury was 
-impaneled in New York City to hear Elisabeth Bentley *s story 
and to question the people she named. If one of these principals 
could be made to crack on the witness stand, Donegan reasoned, 
the case would break wide open. 11 

Page 139: 

It was stated that had it not been for the American press, 
the Bentley story would have been dead and forgotten following 
the indictment of the Communist Party heads. The Bentley disclosures 
were published in the "World-Telegram**. Immediately thereafter 
the "long-dormant" Un-American Activities Committee "leaped to 
secure" the testimony of the witness, now released from Federal 
subpoena, ©at the Ferguson subcommittee doffed* even m<$fe ^quickly^ 
"From Betty ABen'Sley he and his subcommittee heard- a veiled version 
of her involvement with the espionage network, the nature of the 
information she procured, and her experiences with the FBI." 

Page 166: 

There was quoted here a portion of the testimony of a 
special hearing afforded Hiss during which he was questioned by 
Representative Nixon concerning the first time he heard the name 
Whittaker Chambers. K \ 
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"Hiss. The first time I ever heard of Vhittake^lJKambers to 
the best of my knowledge was when two representatives of the 
Federal BUreau of Investigation called at my office at 700 
Jackson Place, I think , in the month of May, 1947, and among 
the list of names of people they asked me if I was acquainted 
with was the name Whittaker Chambers. . .The name stuck in my 
memory at the moment because it sounded like a distinctive and

Page 220 - 221 z 

, Here the authors discuss what tfiey^call "antagonism" 
between the Justice Department and the Un-American Activities 
Committee. This section is quoted as follows: 

"Its causes were many. There was, to begin with, the 
natural lack of confidence which has always existed between the 
legislative and the executive branches of the government. There 
was, also, a particular antipathy toward the committee which went 
back to the days of Representative Martin Dies. The Administration 
had good reason to believe, that the committee had abused its 
investigatory powers time and again, not to root out Communists ^ 
but to tar the New Deal. Men like David%^aposs, of good reputation 
and sound anti-Communism, had been hounaea^by the Dies 'Committee^ 
merely because they spoke with a slight* accent and were Jews.. 
In the case of Chambers, the Justice Department claimed that 
in its eagerness to make headlines the committee had been willing 
to jeopardise by premature revelations any chance of breaking 
the spy case and jailing the culprits. 

| "On the other hand, the committee could argue convincingly 

\that the Justice Department was primarily interested in suppressing 
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U evidence of espionage in order to save the Administration generally, 
and the State-Department particularly, from embarrassment* The 
I . committee could cite example after example— starting with the 
UAmerasia case— to show that the Administration had no real desire 
\i to* root out Uommunist t elements in the government. On one point, 
the committee could speak with no fear of contradiction. From the 
start, the Justice Department had clearly indie at ed^jtliat it 
was more .interested in nailing Chambers— the star witness— than 
in bringing Hiss and the other culprits to trial. Whafievbr 
might be said of its publicity- seeking proclivities, the 
committee had been the first to force into the open aspects 
which the FBI had' failed to uncover of the most serious case 
1 of espionage in American history. " 

> Page 225: 

This section of the book deals with the period during 
the trial in which* %t complimented the FBI for its investigation 
in locating papers typed on the original Woodstock typewriter. 
On, page 234, it was stated that Bamos, S. Feehan, an IFJilt hand- 
writing and typewriter expert, testified that all but ohe of 
the documents had been copied on the same typewriter, the 
Woodstock belonging to Priscilla Hiss. The authors state that 
this was "really " damning testimony." 

Page 251: 

In discussing activities which took place between the 
two trials, the authors are quoted as follows: 

"The real activity was subterranean, and much of it 
shaped t the .course of the impending litigation. The FBI, living 
1 up: to its most glorious reputation, went all out to find witnesses 
who might plug up whatever t holes there Mad been in the first 
government exposition of the evidence. Fanning out to the four 
corners of the countVy, it tracked down the slimmest of leads 
and came home triumphant . On the most vagrant teaser— that the 
Chamberpes had employed a Negro maid named Edith in Baltimore 
during 1935 and 1936— they were able to turn up Mrs. Editt&fclturray 
after six months of search.

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COMMENTS OF MR: TOM DONEGAN ON "INACCURACIES" IN THE BOOICz 

In his letter to the Director dated March 27 $ 1950, 
Mr. Donegan stated that he had talked to Lasky, one of the 
authors, and advised him that everyone agreed who had any 
knowledge of the Hiss-Chambers case that there would have 
never been an indictment and conviction of Hiss if it had not 
been for the thoroughgoing investigative work performed by 
the FBI. He told Mr. Lasky he could see no reason for their 
statement to the effect that the FBI had failed to uncover the 
most serious case of espionage in the American history. 

~r 

Mr. Donegan also told Lasky that he could see no 
reason for the reference to Chambers* interview in 1943 (page 81) 
or the section wherein Bentley told of her experiences with the 
FBI to Senator Ferguson f s Committee fpage 139). 

Mr. Donegan also advised that he resented the mis- 
statements (pages 225-226) that McGohey, United States Attorney, 
had obtained the indictment of Hiss before the grand jury. 
He told the authors that they should well know from the public 
records that McGohey did not appear before the grand jury at 
any time except with reference to the presentation of material 
which resulted in'the indictment of the twelve Communists 
under the Smith Act. Mr. Donegan pointed out that this 
particular misstatement left the implication that it was 
necessary for McGohey to appear before the grand jury in 
order that an indictment could be returned.

Y/hat isn't his business is that he has told several 
people, "Lou Nichols says that the *FBI has no ep&clence that 
Robinoon was ever a Party member." He has been reprimanded by 
these people for either misquoting you or for inventing the entire 
conversation. 

During the Rosenberg case y , I had a run-in with Lasky. He was for 
Anns)^senberg; RalpfoSSfiSola was and is a friend of mine. In the 
course of the discussion,.

This magazine carried an article by V. llinayev entitled "J* Edgar 
Hoover and his G-Men." & typical statement in this article refers 
to the Special Agents of the FBI as "young men of a definite type, 
the kind usually employed by gambling dens and saloons as 1 bouncers 0 
The article further states that the FBI tutors some Special /.gents 
in public speaking, psychology, and sociology and states that 
"These are the men who are especially trained to fight the labor 
movement." The concentration of attention upon the FBI as an 
antitrade union force and as political police of the Gestapo type 
has long been the cry of the American Communist press* It too was 
stressed in the Hew Times. They state of the Special Agents of 
the FBI. "The iimerican Gestapo men are taught how to attack 
strikers, and are initiated into the gentle arts of secret man- 
slaughter, terrorism % and intimidation." 

The IJew Times concluded its article by stating "J". Edgar 
Hoover draws widely on the experience of the ITa2i spying and 
terrorist system. But he fails to draw a chief and paramount 
lesson from this experience, namely, that the efforts of the Hitler- 
Himmler gang ended in complete and disastrous failure.' Hoover's 
G-men are powerless to stifle the aspiration of the /.nerican masses 
for peace and progress." 

The attacks against the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
by the Communist Party are relentless and vicious. They portray 
Special Agents of the FBI as men who tear parents from their 
children and intimidate the workers of /.merica. Their attacks 
are naturally primarily directed against the Director of the FBI 5 
J. Edgar Hoover* The June 11, 1952, edition of the Uest Coast 
Communist newspaper, The Daily People's '..'orld, carried a review of 
the motion picture "Walk Enst on Beacon." This motion picture 
was produced with the cooperation of the FBI and depicted the 
operations of an espionage ring working within the United States. 
The Daily Peoples World review stated that "The FBI is helping 
direct screen production today as the film industry becomes more 
and more an open organ of the political police. J. Edgar Hoover 
is still playing the same cracked propaganda record that he 
played in 1920 when he was directing the Palmer Red raids* The 
same big lie about spying and force and violence goes round and 
round."

The attached memorandum of October 1, 1952, 
—from M. A. Jones to Mr. Nichols together with the 
letter to Victor Lasky enclosing material dealing 
with recent Communist Party attacks against the FBI 

has been referred to the Internal Security Section 

for approval. 

In connection with this vtatter, I would 
like to make the following observations : 

1. While it is noted that the material wHich 
is included for Lasky 9 s use is public source material, 
it deals with activities of the FBI involving Smith 

Act defendants. Experience has proven that the Communist 
Party seises upon any statement made by the FBI while 
Smith Act trials are in progress. It is believed, therefore, 
that it is questionable whether we should furnish such 
material for publication without prior clearance from 
the Department to be certain that no criticism can be 
leveled at the Bureau because of an adverse effect it 
may have in connection with the current Smith Act trials. 

2. In the event the material is furnished to 
Lasky in its present form, it is believed that the cove 
letter to Lasky should contain a categorical denial of 
the allegations which are made by the Communists and 
which appeared in the Communist press. 

RECOMMENDATION : ^ 

It is suggested that this memorandum be 
furnished to Mr. Nichols for his consideration.

Which might help explain the incred- 
ible outpouring of testimony before 
Congressional committees on the many 
school teachers infected with the Red 
virus. 

Today E)r. Hutchins" is spending 
Henry Ford's millions (those that are 
tax-free) in various educational schemes, 
one involving the study of Teiegu, a 
neglected Oriental language spoken 
mainly in Hyderabad, India. A quarter 
of a million dollars is being expended 
on this project. 

Not one Ford Foundation project, 
however, is aimed at exposing the com-. 
munist menace. The writer has written 
for information to the contrary. His 
request has never been given even the 
courtesy of a reply. 

However, the" Ford Foundation did 
reply to a request that it produce an 
anti-communist TV show called Temp- 
est-tossed, an exciting production based 
on firsthand accounts of life behind the 
Iron Curtain. "The Workshop's activ- 
ities for the coming season have been 
committed," a Ford official replied, 
"and plans do not include a series on 
the subject of communism. , ' , 

More recently, the Ford" Foundation 
did get interested in the subject. It ap- 
propriated the fantastic sum of $15,000,- 
000 to investigate so-called threats to 
civiljiberties. , *m ' _ mm ; 

troW^'From the McCarthys and the 
McCarrans," as one Foundation official 
put it to the writer. "The domestic 
communists arc no real menace; they've 
been exposed too often." 

Yes, the communists are being ex- 
posed, but no thanks to Dr. Hutchins 
and his ivory-tower colleagues. 

Last summer, Karl Baarslag, while 
serving as research director of the Le- 
gion's National Americanism Commis- 
sion, suggested that some patriotic foun- 
dation finance these projects: 

1. A scientifically conducted research 
project to ascertain why universities 
and 'colleges teach so little about com- 
munists and how they operate, as dis- 
tinguished from formal, stilted courses 
on Marxism and Russia. 

2. A survey of communist-inspired 
morale disintegration and demoraliza- 
tion techniques, particularly in the 
theater, motion pictures, books, in mag- 
azine articles, radio commentaries and 
other public opinion media. 

3. A national contest with suitable 
awards for those who track down to 
their sources certain cliches and stereo- 
types employed by leftists to confuse 
and divide public opinon. How, for ex- 
ample, were such cunning phrases as 
"red-baiting," "smearing of innocents," 
"McCarthyism,'' "witch-hunting" and 
"creeping fascism" coined? 



Baarslag got an immediate reply on 
how the term "McCarthyism" was born. 
Ralph de Toledano, author of Spies y 
Dupes and Diplomats, wrote: 

"The word McCarthyism was first 
used by Owen Lattimore before the 
Tydings Committee. The next day it 
was picked up by the Daily Worker. 
Then the pinkos picked it up and before 
you know it the N. Y. Tivies made it 
famous." 

Most Americans are now beginning 
to look behind such smear words as 
"McCarthyism." Particularly since Ko- 
rea there has been a widespread re- 
action against communism, as the 
Kremlin's little helpers now ruefully 
know. 

But this state of affairs should be no 
excuse for complacency and inaction.

dent. They are unbelievably resourceful"* 
and inventive when their previous tech- 
niques have, been exposed, as FBI Direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover -recently pointed 
out. 

Patriotic Americans, anxious to serve 
their country on the home front, must 
learn to fight communism wisely. The 
crucial first step is to learn the truth * 
about this menace. Nor only must they 
keep abreast of all current develop- 
ments, but they must also study the 
basic texts exposing communism. 

This is not as dull as it sounds. The 
revelations of such former communists 
as Whittaker Chambers, Elizabeth Bent- 
ley, Hede Massing and Louis Budenz 
make exciting reading. They provide 
more than sheer entertainment how- 
ever. They constitute a veritable treas- 
ure trove of information on the insidi- 
ous wqrkings of the red underground. 

But not all books dealing with the 
communist question are of value. 

For example, Merle Miller's The 
Judges and the Judged gives a biased, 
hysterical and unrealistic account of the 
grave problem of red infiltration of the 
entertainment world. 

Other book titles, totally ineffective 
in the fight against communism, include 
Francis Biddle's The Fear of Freedom; 
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Walter Gellhorn's Security, Loyalty & 
Science, (financed, incidentally, by the 
Rockefeller Foundation); and Carey 
McWilliams' Witch Hunt—The, Revival 
of Heresy. 

McWilliams' long pro-communist rec- 
ord is well known. What makes his 
book interesting, however, is his view 
that it is perfectly okay for reds to be 
working on atomic bomb projects or in 
the Department of State. 

McWilliams, it might be added, is 
now editorial director of The* Nation, 
which the New Leader, one of the bet- 
ter anti-red sources, has consistently 
exposed as pro-communist. 

And Francis Biddle, whose book at- 
tacks anti-communists as witch-hunters, 
is the former U.S. Attorney General 
who was once given a list of some 1000 
federal employees with alleged red con- 
nections. Biddle returned the list with 
the observation that it was practically 
worthless. 

We now know that on the list were 
such names as Alger Hiss, Lauchlin 
Currie, Harry Dexter White and others 
since identified as part of the red under- 
ground.

Good 
anti-red books should be presented to 
these libraries. 

One plan has been worked out by 
the Legion. In a letter to every Post 
Commander and Unit President, Na- 
tional Commander Lewis K. Gough 
and Mrs. Rae Ashton, President of the 
American Legion Auxiliary, suggested 
that Legionnaires present libraries with 
books dedicated to individuals "for hon- 
orable service in the Armed Forces of 
the United States in- perpetuating the 
ideals of freedom and liberty." 
, This is one way to commemorate the 
lives of those who were killed fighting 
communism in Korea.

At last, then, Mclk wept, the ekd 
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library group failed to list one anti- 
communist book. There were no books 
exposing soviet aggressions in Korea 
and elsewhere, espionage in the U.S.; or 
any giving a true picture of soviet life. 

It is one of the astounding paradoxes 
of our time that, despite the millions 
spent annually on books, education, 
public forums and libraries, the Amer- 
ican people generally arc uninformed— 
or misinformed— on the subject of com- 
munism. 

Even now, despite Korea, we can hear 
inuctcrings on the possibility of a "new 
understanding" with the arch-conspira- 
tors of the Kremlin. 

Perhaps this can be attributed in part 
to the unwillingness of sonic of our 
leading educators to face up to the red 
threat. 

An excellent example of this type is 
none other than Dr. Robert Maynard 
Hutchins, the former Chancellor of the 
University of Chicago, now an asso- 



ciate director of the Ford Foundation, 
In 1949, when the soviet threat was 
beginning to annoy even Dean Ache- 
son, Dr. Hutchins appeared before an 
Illinois legislative committee investigat- 
ing subversion. 

"It is not yet established that it is 
subversive to be a communist," Dr. 
Hutchins declared. Asked by J. B. 
Matthews, one of the top experts on the 
subject, whether there is "any doubt 
that tlie communist party is a conspira- 
torial fifth column operating in the in- 
terest of a foreign state," the learned 
educator replied: "I am not instructed 
on this subject." 

It is no crime, of course, for any lead- 
ing educator to be uninstructed on the 
greatest issue of our times. But it is 
hardly the virtue some educators believe 
it to be. 

No wonder then that for years as far 
as Dr. Hutchins and his counterparts 
on many campuses were concerned,

Others include Harry Schwartz, who 
reports on inside-Russia developments 
for the New York Tt7ne$; Walter, 
Scratch, 'of the Hollywood Citizen- 
News; and Herbert Philbrick, who 
writes a red underground column every 
other Sunday for the New York Herald 
Tribune. 

Then there are the syndicated col- 
umnists who, some more than others, 
comment on communist developments. 
They include George Sokolsky, David 
Lawrence, Frank Conniff, Westbrook 
Pcglcr, Victor Ricsel, Constantine 
Brown, I*iU Cunningham, and Fulton 
Lewis, Jr. 

A new column feature, now being 
introduced in papers throughout the 
nation, concentrates on the anti-red 
comments of such noted writers as 
Eugene Lyons, William L. White, John 
Chamberlain, Irene Kuhn, Martin Berk- 
eley, Stanley High, Maurice Zolotow, 
and Henry J. Taylor. Sample columns 
may be obtained by writing to Spadea 
Syndicate, 120 W. 31 St., New York. 



All these columnists should be sup- 
ported.' Let your editors know about 
having them appear regularly in your 
'local papers/Contrary to popular opin- 
ion, your newspaper editor is not aloof. 
He is vitally concerned in what you 
think. In newspaper parlance that is 
known as "reader reaction," and he 
wants it. 

One of the best sources of anti-com- 
munist information can be found in the 
various Congressional reports now 
stemming from the well-publicized in- 
vestigations. Your Congressman or Sen- 
ator will be glad to .supply you with 
these reports. Just write to him. Also, 
let him know how you feel about things 
generally. He'd like to know the think- 
ing of his constituents. 

The Congressional committees now 
probing communism include the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, the 
Senate Internal Security Committee and 
the Senate Investigating Committee. 
Get on their mailing lists. 

There have been investigations into 
Hollywood» education, the Voice of 
America and. the United Nations, as 
well as specific cities such as New' York, 
Los Angeles, Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia. 

Several state legislative bodies have 
also delved into communist problems, 
but on a local level. Most recent has 
been that. ..of jthe Ohio Un-American 
Activities Commission. Probably the 
best known state probes have been those, 
of the Senate Fact-Finding Committee 
on Un-American Activities in Cali- 
fornia. Their annual reports arc of the 
highest caliber. 

Also excellent are the reports of the 
Senate Internal Security Committee on 
the Institute of Pacific Relations. Di- 
rected by Senate counsel Robert Morris, 
these investigations were extremely im- 
portant. Mr. Morris 1 able work, in the 
form of 14 volumes, should be studied 
as a model for future investigations. 

But it is not enough to be informed. 
Action is also necessary. It is the duty 
of every loyal American to lend a hand 
in the anti-communist fight. The se- 
curity of the nation is everyone's busi- 
ness. 

The Chamber of Commerce of 'the 
United States has published a valuable 
booklet (Washington 6, D. G, 50^) on 
Covnnwiismz Where Do We Stand 
Today? which offers many useful hints 
on how to combat communism. Sum- 
marized, they arc as follows: 

KNOW YOUR ENEMY 

1. Subscribe to a good newsletter or 
magazine specializing on communist 
exposure. 

2. Read one or more books on com- 
munism each month. 

3. See that books and periodicals ex- 
posing communism arc in school and 
public libraries. 
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4. Bring good lecturers to your com- 
munity. 

5. Ask opinion-influencing media, such 
as newspapers, magazines, and radio, to 
carry useful material on communism. 
Praise them when they do so. 

6. Be sure that your local bookstores 
feature good books exposing com- 
munism. 

STOP, LOOK, AND LISTEN 

1. Be on the alert for communist sym- 
pathizers in your community, especially 
those who can mold youth or public 
opinion. A communist line from teach- 
ers, lecturers, librarians, writers or com- 
mentators is dangerous. 

2. Be as cautious in sponsoring move- 
ments as you would be in signing a 
business contract. Look before you sign 
or join. 

3. Find out from reputable sources, 
such as Counterattack, Alert or the 
American Legion about communist 
sympathizers in the entertainment field. 
When sure of the facts protest to spon- 
sors about such employment. 

A. Identify public officials and poli- 
cies displaying softness towards com- 
munism. Demand a more patriotic at- 
titude. 

5. Ask questions before you send your 
children to a college or university. 
Avoid schools which tolerate pro-com- 
munist professors. Bring this subject up 
at alumni meetings. Find out what is 
being taught in schools you support. 

6. LJrge bookstores not^to feature 
books ,which aid communism. 

BE ACTIVE 

1. Support organizations which are 
fighting communist infiltration. 

2. Assist efforts to free labor unions 
from communist control or to prevent 
such infiltration. 

3. Get the habit of writing to news- 
papers, magazines, and public officials 
to protest aid to communism. Praise 
sound anti-communist moves. 

4. Demand enforcement of existing 
laws designed to control communism. 

5. Give financial support for com- 
petent private groups > fighting com- 
munism. 

6. Coordinate on a local level anti- 
communist activities of private groups. 
Urge joint action on higher levels. 
Favor small but active committees. 

7. Report evidence of espionage and 
sabotage to the F.B.I. 

8. Urge that schools and colleges 
teach facts about communism. 

9. Take a strong and informed inter- 
est in American foreign policy. 

10. Publicize activities of communist 
fronts in your community. Be sure of 
your facts. Get advice on libel. 



12. Be alert regarding communist 
efforts to promote racial or religious 
bigotry or to infiltrate minority <groups. 

13. Check "peace" groups. Do they 
take the stand that Russia is always right 
and we are always wrong? There are 
many reputable peace organizations, but 
communists are also promoting appease- 
ment in the guise of peace. 

14. Never use the term "communist" 
loosely or inaccurately*. Misuse of the 
term only gains friends for communism. 

The latter injunction is of tremendous 
importance. In the recent words of Vice 
President Richard Nixon: 




"Why, Edwards, Miss Prentice. That's silly 
. . . you can't distinguish our little friends 
at night!" 
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"Many sincere persons today fear 
that our freedoms are being endangered 
by efforts to root out communist sub- 
version. There are complaints about the 
danger of thought control and forced 
conformity. Yet, we have ample proof 
that the danger of communist subver- 
sion is real. 

"We intend to meet this threat with- 
out endangering the innocent or punish- 
ing those who may merely have been 
deceived. 

"\ye must remember that extremes 
beget extremes. If there is in some 
circles an extreme reaction to commu- 
nist infiltration it is the product of the 
other extreme of ignoring the danger. 
Had communist spies and traitors been 
ruthlessly exposed in the past many 
persons today would not be looking for 
them in.unhkely places.

Before acting in any 
specific situation, seek the advice of 
experts. * 

Now we come to the problem of 
"lists." The belief has gained currency 
that there is in existence a huge master 
file of the names of all communists. • 
Perhaps the FBI has one-let us hope so. / 
But unfortunately as far as can be de-* 
termined, there "ain't no such animal" 
anywhere else. However, there are 
numerous compilations of subversives 
made either by private or congressional 
bodies. One extremely valuable com- 
pilation is Red Channels. 

Of late, a big controversy has arisen 
over Red Channels, which contains tha 
names of dozens of actors, writers and 
directors in radio and TV who have * 
at one time or another given aid and 
comfort to the communist cause. 

This booklet is one of the most im- 
portant anti-communist source books 
yet, if not evaluated properly, the ma- 
terial it contains can do harm to the 
anti-communist cause. In the words of 
the foreword to Red Channels "every 
safeguard must be used to protect inno- v 
cents and genuine liberals from being 
unjustly labeled." In the more than 
three years since Red Channels' publi- 
cation a score or so of those listed have 
made their pro-American positions 
clear. They should not be punished for 
yast- 'Stupidities. 

Therefore if some action against 
someone listed in Red Channels is con- 
templated in your community, it would 
be advisable to check with the pub- 
lishers, Counterattack, 55 West 42nd St., 
New York. 

Another error sometimes committed 
by anti-communists is to check hastily 
the indices of Congressional reports on 
communism and assume there is some- 
thing wrong with anyone so listed. 

Because the error is committed too 
frequently some Congressional com- 
mittees now publish a warning note for 
readers to "attach no significance to the 
mere fact of the appearance of the name 
of an individual or an organization in 
this index." 

As a matter of fact, this writer's name 
appears in the indices of various Con- 
gressional reports. Typically was the 
listing of his name in the I.P.R. hearings. 
The writer got his name listed because 
Owen Lattimore, in his testimony, 
named him a bigshot in the so-called 
China Lobby! 

To sum up: Learn all you can about 
communism. Then act against com- 
munism. But check with those who 
know before you act. The fight against 
communism should not be thrown off 
the track by errors. The communists 
know how to take advantage of your 
mistakes. the end 
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j It is necessary to fight com- 
i munism intelligently, and that 
; means you have to study it.

The bookshop situation has improved 
somewhat. More and more publishers

Not that all is serene, however, from 
an anti-red viewpoint, in the book 
world today. Little, Brown & Co., de- 
spite the departure of its pro-red editor* 
Angus Cameron, recently put out a 
communist-indorsed biography of a 
commie doctor who died in Soviet 
China. 

It was this staid Boston firm which 
published the novels of Stefan Heym, 
who recently announced he had been 
granted "asylum and citizenship" in Red 
Germany. 

Another old firm, Houghton Mifflin,

Flynri's book, The hatthnore Story y 
appeared recently, it was either ignored 
by most critical media, or attempts were 
made to axe it, to death, 'Xhe book of

infiltrated Institute of .Pacific Relations, 
various red agents, and Owen, Latti- 
more, to hand- China to the reds* 



that China was sold out, commenting: 
"It is difficult to be charitable to this 
kind of thinking." Then he launched 
into an all-out whitewash of the LRR,, 
which for years had been a happy hunt- 
ing ground for a vast number of red 
spies and traitors, Among other things, 
Prof. Craig described the red seizure of 
China in terms of "the Chinese people" 
making their own "revolution." Vicious 
attacks on the legitimate Chinese leader* 
Chiang Kai-shek were rehashed. 

Curiously enough, a day or so before 
the review was published, one of the 
Herald Tribune** book reviewers, Ed-

forward. The rhythmic footwork is such a fascinating study 
in motion that one frequently hears the comment, "Well, he 
didn't win, but he sure made a good try!" In other words, 
while the horse may have lost, his defeat is softened by the 
handsome performance both horse and driver turned in. 

Americans seem to support man's prowess in almost any- 
thing that he docs better than someone else. There's plenty 
of evidence that skill with two reins, a stopwatch and whip, 
all of which a driver must expertly palm while riding a 
bouncing, swerving 32-pound sulky, is rewarded by crowds 
who instinctively sense smooth coordination in man and 
horse.

Bigots Are Playing Moscow's Game

I'VE GOT AN idea for 
U. S. subversive hunters. 
How about investigating the 
crackpots of the right? / I 
refer to the professional 
bigots currently making a fast 
buck peddling religious hate un- 
der the guise of anti-Commu- 
,nism.

j literature flood? 
I ing the nation is 
really worth in- 
vestigating. I

whether this stuff is being fi- 
nanced by the Kremlin. ♦ 

The hate peddlers are playing 
the Kremlin game. Moscow 
would like nothing better than 
an America divided by unreason- 
ing prejudice. Needless to say, 
any violence traceable to bigots 
is given a big play by the Red 
press. ' 

Currently, the bigots are firing 
away at the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. Gerald L. K. Smith, for 
example, is telling his deluded 
supporters that "Bernard Baruch 
and his gang of powerful inter- 
national Jews have captured the 
White House again." 

PERHAPS THIS sort of non- 
sense should be ignored. But 
what's the point in failing to rec- 
ognize the existence of these 
fanatics? Not that they are as 
dangerous as Reds. 

As a matter of fact, it would 
be dangerous to overestimate 
their importance. However, let's 
wake up to the fact they're 
around, spreading vicious stories 
about our elected leaders. 

For example, C. Leon de Aryan, 
in his hate sheet, describes Rich- 
ard Nixon as "Little Dick," who 



is "now rattling about in a vice 
presidential chair that is much 
too big for him, put there by the 
connivance of; the Jewish cabal." 

That might come as news to 
crackpots of 'the left who still 
whisper around that Dick Nixon 
is anti-Semetic. 

EVEN SENATOR MCCARTHY 
is "not immune from crackpot 
smears. Gerald Smith, probably 
the noisiest bigot around, ac- 
cuses Joe of having gone "soft" 
on thp Jews. McCarthy, he com- 
plains, "in the recent investiga- 
tions" • . . does not seem to be 
putting any Jew.s on the griddle." 

But, horror of horrors, Mc- 
Carthy hired "two Jew boys" for 
his committee, "one a young Jew 
lawyer by the name ,of Coh(e)n 
and another by the name of 
Schine." 

Roy Cohn, spelled without an 
"e," and David Schine have 
taken quite a. beating from so 
many quarters that, probably, 
this latest attack doesn't matter. 

"We must' not be impatient 
with McCarthy,"' writes Smith, 
Vbut we must pray for him be- 
cause he is playing, a dangerous 
game." 

HE WARNS THAT Cohn can't 
be a "good anti-Communist" be- 
cause he is Jewish. The record 
shows that Cohn, young as he 
is, helped convict the Rosenbergs 
and other Reds. 

And Schine. also young (now 
seemingly a crime in certain 
"liberal" circles), has published 
an illuminating study of Marx- 
ism. Moreover, he is donating his 
time to, the Senate. True, he can 
afford it. But, like other rich 
boys, he could be lolling on the 
beach. 

That he isn't is to his credit 
Curiously, Smith 'and his imi- 
tators, who unfortunately are le- 
gion, seem to forget that many 
leading anti-Reds are Jewish; 
such men as Eugene * Lyons, 
Isaac Don Levine, David Law» 
rence, George Sokolsky, Ben Man- 
del, Barney Balaban,. Rabbi Ben 
Schultz, .Maurice Tishman and 
Victor Riescl. . 



, AND, OF COURSE, America's 
elder statesman, Bernard M, 
Baruch, for years the hate-mon- 
gers' No. 1 target. One Chicago 
hate paper calls him "King Bar- 
ney— enthroned not in Pales- 
tine, but in New York, capital 
of Zionism." Everybody, from 
Eisenhower to Malenkov, takes 
orders from Baruch, says the 
sheet. 

Of late, the bigots have dis- 
closed a new menace. He is Ar- 
thur Goldsmith, a retired Wall 
Street man. In 1948, Goldsmith 
had been active with Senator 
McCarthy in behalf of Harold E, 
Stassen's attempt to win the 
GOP presidential nomination. 

Then, he plumped hard for 
Eisenhower. In appreciation, th? 
President autographed a book 
paying tribute to his campaign- 
ing. Others who signed included 
Senator Saltonstall, Congressmen 
Judd and Scott» Gov.Val Peter- 
son, and both Lodges. 

SCARCELY AN issue of the 
hate press appears without some 
vicious reference to Goldsmith. 
The Williams Intelligence Sum- 
mary of Santa Ana, Calif., actu- 
ally called for his "arrest and 
trial" on grounds that he is the 
power behind Zionism and the 
Anti-Defamation League. 

It happens that Goldsmith is 
prominent in the affairs of the 
American Council for Judaism, 
which bitterly opposes Zionism. 
And he is not connected in any 
way with the Anti-Defamation 
League. 

But, hate mongers, by trade, 
don't operate with facts. Like 
Communists, they operate in* the 
realm of smear and fear. Like 
Communists, they relentlessly fo- 
ment dissension in every corner 
of the land. 

But, as the American Legion 
of IHinois has wisely- stated, sin* 
cere anti-Communists "must be- 
ware of fakers and frauds who, 
under the pretext of* fighting 
Communism, attempt to divide 
our nation by race and creed. 
The bigots weaken our founda- 
tions and play into Stalin's 
hands . ♦ "

Today almost all the other 
countries outside the Kremlin 
circuit — many of them operat- 
ing on shoe-string budgets at 
home— are contributing more 
than ever before to UNICEF.

BUT PERHAPS the single 
most exciting development of 
our times is that man now 
knows how to stop this pattern 
of* human and economic waste. 

We have the tools in the 
world-wide mechanism of 
UNICEF and other U. N. agen- 
cies—the World Health Organ- 
ization and the Food and Agri- 
culture Organization. 



If we lack conscience and 
determination, we will surely 
pay for it when the echoes 
ot sickness, poverty and their 
inevitable companion, unrest, 
batter our shores.

Aided countries are required to 
match UNICEF's assistance 
with local goods and services. 
Last , year for example, 
UNICEF's allocations of over 
$15 million were matched by 
more than $23 million in local 
govefnment spending. 

The Indonesian rice farmer 
whose son is saved from the 
ravages of yaws; the 4 Brazilian 
mother whose infant is given 
new. life with UNICEF milk; 
the African whose palmetto hut 
village is ridden of malaria — 
these are the people to whom 
UNICEF is a friend. 

They are friends we can't af- 
ford to lose. They make up 
two-thirds of the world's popu- 
lation. We can keep them by 
supporting UNICEF. We can 
lose them by failing to cham- 
pion the cause of the world's 
children. 

With UNICEF, we have a 
bird-in-the-hand. We can talk 
our way into the bush, and 
talk for years before we find 
as sound and non-contro-„ 
versial an opportunity to win 
friends and give new hope to 
much of the world.

In this second part of our review of L N, Steinberg's 
book', doling with its "enti-BoJihevik." use, we need 
few other materials Ub*n the Information applied by 
Steinberg himself. Another review could well be written 
in terms of what Steinberg's story of the role of bis 
Left Social-Revolutionary Party c^iti and glosses over 
la the histories] record; but for present purposes Stein- 
berg's account provides its own refutation.

Their Real Reason 

The tsarist army had disintegrated, the *bo)e land 
in revolution was in turmoil, the German army VM 
threatening on the borders, whole regiments were de- 
serting the lines, the front coold not be held; better 
yield to the Germans' robber demands /or a peace than 
have the revolution crushed; a revolutionary war 
against the German invasion could not be sustained;

In his very first speech, Kamenev said: "Can we ever 
come to an agreement with you, as clear and decisive 
as our ipljt had been?

It was McCarthy's contention that J. Edgar 
Hoover had been warning the Army about the sit- 
uation at Fort Monmouth (Espionage-Russian) 
day after day" for years. The Hon. Karl Mundt 
did, on the record, observe that "J. Edgar Hoover 
is mortal like the rest of us" and was not struck 
dead on the spot, presumably because it was ouife 
clear that Mundt meant to imply only that, while

ejred unto his fathers. 

Yet Clyde Powell sat undisturbed in his job for 
20 years. There was the usual statement Tuesday) 
that J. Efear Hoover and the FBI had warned 
against Kim- It appears that they sent their first 
warning in 1941, seven years after he was hired. 
He stayed on and there is some question of 
whether somebody robbed the Civil Service Com- 
mission file of the FBI report on his record. J. 
Edgar Hoover waited seven more years and then 
sent another report in 3948. That has disappeared 
too. This, of course, is the J. Edgar Hoover who 
day after day" was warning the Army about 
security risks at Monmouth.

The Attorney General in 1953 petitioned the Subversive 

I Activities Control Board to require ^Ihe Co mmittee ^ For A 
Democratic Far Eastern Policy to register. The Board has 
now dismissed this action ~on the ground that the Committee 
has been out of existence since August 1952. 

Various "charges 11 were made against the Committee. In 
time I believe most Americans will honor the Committee for 
these, charges — such^as favoring recognition of and trade 
and cooperative relations with the People's Republic of 

China and of opposing the Chiang Kai-shek clique. 

Similarly the Committee's opposition to rearmament of the 
Japanese militarists will ultimately be vindicated. 

The Attorney General has failed in his effort to brand 
as un r American the thousands of democratic-minded Americans 
who supported this work of the Committee and were unable to 
defend themselves in the suit. 

Many have shared in the expenses of this proceeding — 
legal fees for seven hearings in Washington over the past 
two years, legal briefs, travel, printing, etc. All but 
about two hundred and fifty dollars of the sums I have put 
out on this case has been met. If you would like to help 
cover that amount I would of course welcome it! 

As you know, I continue to work on Far Eastern policy, 
as public speaker and publisher of Far East Reporter. Each 
year I add more states to my cross-country tour. Information

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But of all his "accomplishments" this American Fouche is proudest of -his record 
collection of fingerprints and dossiers. Before becoming a gendarme, Hoover followed 
the more modest and certainly more honourable profession of librarian. The card-index 
system m the library seeips to have fascinated him. From the moment he left the quiet of 
the bookshelves for the more secluded quarters of the secret police, he began to develop 
card indexing and fingerprinting on a scale so vast that by 1931 he was able to 
boast of "the largest identification bureau in the world". Nor was his boast an idle one, 
because by April 1st, 1954, his score had risen to 130,460,252— all, according to Mr. 
Hoover, acquired "voluntarily". When an astonished Congressman remarked that he 
had "the fingerprints of almost everybody in the United States", he replied, solemnly 
and gravely: "No ... not yet". This preoccupation with fingerprinting impelled a 
newspaper reporter to the somewhat irreverent comment that Mr. Hoover, apparently, 
would not be satisfied until he had added the fingerprints of the Statue of Liberty to 

I his collection. 
"Fingerprinting", said the F.B.I, in 1922, "will reduce crime to the minimum." The 
crime statistics explode this subterfuge. In 1954, the number of major crimes officially 
listed reached the record figure of 2,267,250. Crime, said the official report for that 
year, had increased four times as fast as the population. And Mr. Hoover's unsleeping 
F-B.L, the streamlined "world's best" police force, is so busy with witch-hunting and 
persecuting law-abiding citizens that it can claim a bare 1 per cent of all the' criminal 
arrests and convictions in the U.S.A. 

With the launching of the cold war, 'Mr. Hoover stepped up his blitz against the 
American public. The huge armament orders had to be justified, the people had to 
be prepared psychologically for war. So a division of labour was arranged between 
Dulles and Hoover. In foreign policy Dulles proclaimed brinkmanship, in home policy 
Hoover worked to create an atmosphere of fear and hysteria. All who opposed the 
war preparations and the nuclear tests, all who advocated co-existence with the 
socialist countries, were denounced as "spies" and "agents of Moscow". Hoover inspired 
- -M:C£rthy r ericou^ with "documentsl\ JChe.JnternaLSecurity 

Act (1950) and the Communist Control Act (1954) were enacted in an all-out effo^To" 
destroy the Communist Party. 

Hoover now used agents-provocateurs by the thousand. "You c&n imagine", he told 
Congress, "the difficulty we have in getting men who can do that character of WQrk." 
ButJayisWj^j^dmgjhev^nierican togaj^^on^jhe police chief found creatures 
I for his dirty work. One of these was Harvey Matusow, whom the"Communist-Party~- 
f expelled in 1951 as an agent-provocateur. After three years spying for the F.B.I., 
}| Matusow, like the Biblical Judas, began to have pangs of remorse and, in mortification] 
a confessed: "I have lied again and again in my reports and statements to these com- 
mittees, and I want to go to each individual about whom I have falsified to ask his 
forgiveness." (During his three years as a professional perjurer for the F.B.I. Matusow 
smeared 244 people, many of whom lost their jobs and were sent to jail.) Hoover, as 
always, acted resolutely, and Matusow, who had told the truth for the first time in' his 
career, was charged with . . . perjury, and jailed. David Brown, another F.B.I. "agent", 
confessed that he had "betrayed the working people generally; all of the American 
people, my co-workers, my family— everybody who ever trusted me and had, confidence 
in me." 

In the notorious Foley Street trial which sentenced Eugene Dennis and the other 
Communist leaders to long terms of imprisonment, of the thirteen F.B.I. witnesses four 
were renegade Communists, seven were professional informers, while two were "special 
agents". In the course of the cross-examination one of the professional informers 
admitted that he had recruited two cousins into the Communist Party in order to betray 
them to the F.B.L 

The professional informer is the most despised and detested creature in all lands at all 
times. But Hoover had had him photographed, televised, lauded in the press and elevated 
to the status of national hero. 

One wonders what Jefferson and the other men who signed the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence in 1776 would say if they could step out of their graves and see what Hoover 
has done to their country.

Conscious that only an alliance of all the republican forces can bar the way to the 
dictatorship of monopolists and colonialists, La Nouvelle Critique seeks to draw into 
the general democratic movement big sections of the public, particularly the Catholic 
working people and intellectuals on whom reaction relies, and not for the first time. 
Michel Verret in the article "Christians and Politics" (Nos. 96 and 97) comments 
on the growing political activity of the Catholics and warns against the attempts to label 
religious people as one reactionary mass. A significant part of the Catholics, says the 
author, condemns colonialism, capitalist rivalry and exploitation. The Marxists, he goes 
on to say, should not antagonise these peop!e,*they should win them from the influence 
of clerical ideology, help them to advance from the religious Utopia to scientific com- 
munism with a view to diverting their moral protest against injustice into the common 
channel of social protest, the class struggle against capitalism. 

The struggle against the influence of bourgeois ideology on the masses can be suc- 
cessful provided it is accompanied by struggle/for the ideological unity of the working 
class itself. That is why the journal, naturally could not ignore the revisionist writing 
of H. Lefevre who smuggles into his latest |wks bourgeois ideology in the guise of 
"creative revision" of the fundamentals of Marxism. 

In the articK "Henri Lefevre and Marx's dialectics" (No. 94) Lucien Seve criticises 
Lefevre's distortion of the main formative stages of Marxism. Asserting that Marx came 
to dialectics only : iu the third phase of his activity, after 1858, and only thanks to a 
"casual" re-readingo£ Hegel's Logic, Lefevre deliberately debases the vital works written 
by the founders of Maprism in the earlier period. Lefevre's distortion of the history of 
Marxism, says the author, has a definite aim, that of rehabilitating bourgeois liberalism, 
syndicalism, reformism atid Utopian socialism, which Marx castigated particularly in 
his early writing. lV < 

J. Suret-Canale's "Remarks on Henri Lefevre's -Method and the Burning Problems of 
Marxism^(Nor95)-tackles jhe question of Lefevre's understanding ofdialectics and^the— 
practical conclusions to bo drawn jfrom it. The author notes HEmt Lefevre queries the 
Objective uature of Marxist piiuosbpfty; matenaiisiTf; in his view, is merely a postulate; 
dialectical materialism is not a science of the most general laws of nature, society and 
thought, it is but a method. Lefevre substitutes for the Marxist teaching on absolute 
and relative truth a vague demand for "methodological doubt", thus opening the doors 
wide to agnosticism and subjective idealism and giving currency to idealistic conceptions 
among Marxists „on the pretext of "competition between different schools" of Marxism. 

Suret-Canale also analyses the reasons for the recent revival of revisionism in the 
labour movement. The anti-communist campaign,vhe writes, which swept the capitalist 
West after the Twentieth Congress of the C.P.S.0.^1though it did not attain its object, 
left its traces. "It shook, corrupted and immobilised^me sections of the revolutionary 
movement, particularly among the intellectuals. Jt waited them to believe that every- 
thing done in the name of Marxism over the past thirty. years was now nullified, that 
all the sacrifices of that period have been in vain, that there could no longer be any 
confidence in anything. Lefevre's arguments, which have precisely this meaning, are 
designed to 'justify' this trend philosophically." - * 

In connection with the criticism of Lefevre's revisionism Xucien Seve poses an 
important question— "the style of work of the philosopher and perfiaps/on a broader 
scale, the style of work of the Communist intellectual". This question, is examined by 
Gilbert Mury in No. 100. 

The syle of work of the Communist and his mode of living, he writes, are determined 
by the materialist and dialectical nature of his outlook. Materialism enables the Com- 
munists to gain a deeper understanding of life/ actively to participate in the social 
struggle, for "the protest against injustice and objective research have common roots." 
Dialectics, says the author, enable the Communists to make a thorough analysis of the 
facts, to see the complexity of social life and, consequently, not to fall into despair 
during temporary setbacks. Marxist optimism constantly derives strength from the class 
solidarity of the working people; it is alien to the loneliness" and pessimism peculiar to 
bourgeois ideology. Genuine humanism consists in transforming life, not in abstract 
protest.

- Tho-exposurc of bourgeois ideology in the articles mentioned above does not, naturally, 
exihaust the rich and varied content of. La Nouvelle Critique for 1958. The struggle 
against the pernicious influence of idealist philosophy, against reformist illusions and 
the revisionist infection among some intellectuals is now, as in the past, an important 
feature of the journal. In a message of greetings on the occasion of the 100th issue 
Maurice Thorez wrote: "The fact that since the Liberation Marxism has become a 
pivot of the intellectual and cultural life of our country is due in large measure to work 
done by La Nouvelle Critique:" 

Ten years is a relatively brief span for a periodical. Nevertheless, even in this brief 
period the journal has taken firm root in the fertile soil of French culture, it has acquired 
a style and traditions of its own, and has won the sympathies of considerable sections 
of the intellectuals. That is why it is read with such interest and finds willing contributors 
among prominentscholars, workers of literature and art in France and in other coun- 
tries. Perhaps its greatest merit is that it has developed a school of talented Marxist 
writers, who now determine its complexion. 

La Nouvelle Critique is faced ^with a hard struggle for the triumph of Marxist ideology 
in France. In summing up the results of the past decade, we share the confidence 
expressed by Maurice Thorez that "in all fields La Nouvelle Critique Will prepare and 
accelerate the defeat of the forces of reaction and obscurantism. It will rally the intel- 
lectuals around the working class in the struggle for enlightenment, progress and freedom, 
in the struggle for the triumpKofecommunism&

*A Policeman Looks at the Communm^arty

^ But the police chiefs of the Old World who harried Marx and his followers, odious* 
though-thfey were, differed in one respect at least from their|contemporary transatlantic^ 
colleague— they^conducted^their-nefarious-work^irt- the backrooms, behmdTEs^^ 
without undue publicity. Not so Mr. Hoover. He revels in the glare of the Klicg lights, 
in neWsreel and television appearances and in granting newspaper interviews. And now 
with his policeman's notebook, and with anti-communism fashionable 'as a criterion of 
literary values, it may well be that we shall witness the interesting spectacle of America's 
top gendarme ^being nominated for some literary prize. 

Never did Marx display his insight more than when upon finishing his titanic labour 
on Volume One of Capital, he wrote in a letter to Engels that the bourgeoisie would 

I remember his carbuncles for the rest of their lives. For even though he has been in his 
grave in Highgate Cemetery for more than seventy-five years, he, judging by Masters of 
Deceit, still has a special dossier i^ the vaults of the F.B.I. 

And it is from this dossier, and from the dossiers of Engels, Lenin and other Com- 
munist leaders, that the ghost writers, with an air of erudition, add the historical 
touch, and interpret, or rather distort, in the manner so dear to the heart of a Goebbels. 
For instance, Marx is sneered at as "an egotistical, crabby, stubborn man who from 
student days showed no interest in productive labour to support his family." Lenin v 
is a "crafty tiger", American Communists are "barbarians in modern dress". Trade" 
unionists, teachers, doctors, scientists, writers— all who stand by the revolutionary 
traditions of America— are reviled as "spies", "foreign agents", "un-American", and 
"enemies". , 

The idea running through the book is that Mr. Hoover is the amiable old gentleman, 
the "guardian angel" whose sole concern is love for America and Americans. "I", we 
are sanctimoniously told in the foreword, "have deep faith in the American people." And 
he quotes scripture in support of the contention that "truth" is the chief weapon of his 
G-men, Yet truth is precisely the one element missing from the F.B.L arserial, and one

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oilr pec^e/and eat out their substance." Now, nearly 200 years later, by the irony of 
history, J. Edgar Hoover, in an endeavour to establish the tyranny of the Iron Heel, and 
trampling on the Declaration of Independence, harasses the people of America with an 
army of special agents and professional informers. 

Fear, hysteria, bookburning, telephone tapping, wholesale victimisation and character 
assassination— such are the bitter fruits of the inglorious reign of Hoover, the master of 
deceit. This degradation of public life in the United States has evoked protests even 
from circles far removed from communism. Cyrus Eaton, a big industrialist, declared 
that Hitler "in his prime, through the' Gestapo, never had such a spy organisation as we 
have in this country today." 

M^ny elections, Presidents and Congresses have come and gone since Hoover first 
took command, but he, like the old man of the sea, clings to the body politic. The 
52,242,240 F.B.I. budget of 1924 and its 441 special agents had risen to 557,400,000 and 
4,602 special agents by the mid-1950's. And no one knows the total of undercover 
agents and professional informers. 

For all its bluster the Hoover book is a testament to failure. "Remember," he com- 
plains, that within four decades [that is, the period coinciding with Hoover's policeman- 
ship— author] communism ... has spread through roughly 40 per cent of the world's 
population and 25 per cent of the earth's surface." And for a man who has spent the 
best part of his lifetime trying to destroy the American Communist Party, it is a rueful 
admission that the Party is today influencing literally thousands of Americans." 

Policeman Hoover, precisely because he is a policeman, is incapable of understanding 
the simple truth that the Communist Party is indestructible because it is the flesh and 
blood of the working class. 

Many years ago the American authorities murdered the Swedish-born worker Joe 
Hill. Today the words of the Joe Hill song are part of the folklore of America. Who can 
forget its stirring words— especially when sung by that great American Paul Robeson— 
From San Diego up to Maine, in every mine and mill where working men come out 

to fight, 'tis there you'll find Joe Hill." - 

And in the America of toflay names like Fosterand Gurley Wynn who fought along, 
side Joe Hill and Tom Mooneypsvho foiipt To lave Sacco and Vanzetti, and who in the 
jpast decades have taken, p arUcu^ipdscd^a^attl^ in the UnitedlSTates, are legendary 
m working class communities. They and their fellow Communists, and the legion of 
non-Communist people who have refused to be intimidated by Hoover and the Jron^ 
Heel, enjoy- the sympathy and respect of hundreds of millions^ outside America, from 
Britain all the way across Europe and- Asia and south to Australia. On the other hand, 
their traducers— the Hoovers and DullesV- are despised abroad and spurned at home, 
as the latest elections have proved. 

In working up the notes supplied by his retinue of informers into an "expose" of the 
American Communist Party, the un-original Hoover remained true to bourgeois police- 
chief tradition. Just over a hundred years ago a wretched Prussian police-chief named 
Stieber submitted to the court a collection of anti-Communist forgeries, also concocted 
by informers, under the title The Original Minute Book of the Marx Party. The brilliance 
with which Marx flayed this Prussian gendarme and exposed him is now a matter of 
history. But his final comment on the affair is fully applicable to the Stieber of the 
F.B.I. : "... if one considers the tremendous efforts of the official world against us, 
the ransacking of the Code Penal against us, the slanderous tongues of the 'Democracy 
of Stupidity', which has never been able to forgive us for displaying greater intelligence 
and greater strength of character than it did itself, and the history of all other parties 
of that period, and if, lastly, we ask where are the facts that could be adduced against 
the Party, one must come to the conclusion that in this nineteenth century our Party 
is distinguished above all by its purity" And as it was in the nineteenth, so it is in the 
twentieth century despite all the machinations of Hoover the "cop" and his army ol 
spies and informers. &iK2a?C39 ^^J^X^iS 3dh John Gibbons.

Discussion is included on various extremist 
groups and individuals such as the John Birch Society, Dr. Fred Schwarz' s 
Christian Anti^Communism Crusade, Billy Hargis' Christian Crusade, Kent and 
Phoebe Courtney, Carl Mclntire, etc. The influence which these groups have 
sought to exert in schools,in the military and in politics is set forth.- .The authors 
state that the Far Right' s espousal of Goldwater has proved embarrassing to him 
and extremist elementsin the Republican Party have hindered Nixom The Kennedy 
Administration' s disdain for extremist groups is cited. The authors feel that the 
public is rejecting the extremists and that eventually many will turn from these 
groups to responsible conservatism.

Z The Director and the FBI are mentioned several times. A couple 
of ex-FBI- r menae listed as espousing the extremist cause. The book notes that 
some scientists did not welcome FBI employee investigations under the Atomic, ^ 
Energy Act. Billy Hargis is referred to as using quotations from Mr. Hoover, in 1 
his crusade. The book states that Chicago schools teach an excellent course, about 
^communism which lists Mr. Hoover in ifebibliography . Most extremists, the 
^authors feel, are emotionally troubled and don't have faith in the FBI to expose

Captioned book is' described in the foreword as an attempt to catch an 
image of "The Far Right" and to assess its importance. Its authors 'make a noint of 
distinguishing between the "extremist element and responsible conservatives"* and make 
the comment that only the Far Rightist "attributes Pro-Communist motivation to all who -j 
disagree with him." The book begins with a brief summary of the emphasis of "The Far ^ 
Right" on internal subversion and its condemnation of such things as Social Security, 
Income Tax, Supreme Court, United Nations and water fluoridation.. A brief resume of 
extremist groups in our Nation's history, such as the Know-Nothings and the American 
Protective League, is set forth. The authors state. that fear begets the social illness 
which foments these extremist movements.

The book deals largely with the various groups which make up the extremist 
movements, such as The John Birch Society, Dr. Fred Schwarz's Christian Anti- 
Communism Crusade, and Billy James Hargis' Christian Crusade, all of whose activities^ 
are discussed in detail. Harding College in Searcy, Arkansas, under George Benson's Q 
leadership is mentioned as "the academic seat of the Ultra Right." Kent and Phoebe 3

in some areas. The authors commend the American Bar Association, The 
American Legion and the National Education Association for stressing that 
communism should be taught in the schools factually and without panic. General 
Edwin Walker's pro-blue program in the Armed Services is discussed as an 
example of extremism in the military. The book notes that some military 
cold war seminars have included extreme, rightists as participants; however, 
the seminars conducted under the auspices of the Defense Department are 
generally responsible programs.

The authors deal with extremist groups in politics, pointing 
out that they have as a whole been unsuccessful in electing candidates for 
office. The Far Right' s espousal of Goldwater has proved an embarrassment 
to him and extremist elements in the Republican Party have proved a 
hindrance to Nixon. The Kennedy Administration' s disdain for extremist 
groups is cited. The book concludes that public opinion is rejecting the 
extremists and that many now associated with the Far Right will eventually 
recognize its fallacies and realign themselves with responsible conservatism. 



PERTINENT REFERENCES TO THE DIRECTOR AND THE FBI: 



Individuals such as Dan Smoot and I 1 who are 

identified as ex- FBI men, as well as, Herbert Philbrick, identified as a 
former FBI undercover man, are mentioned several times as among those 
promoting extremism. On page 8 Mr. Hoover is included among those who 
have recently denounced extremists. Page 18 states that some scientists 
objected to the Atomic Energy Act which ordered employee investigations by 
the FBI, since they felt that the FBI didn't have the ability or right to judge 
them as individuals. On page 90 Billy Hargis is referred to as saying that 
Mr. Hoover had appealed to groups to adhere to facts and avoid generalities; 
Hargis stated that his Christian Crusade was accepting Mr. Hoover' s challenge 
to "properly indoctrinate "anticommunist forces. " 

Page 130 refers to extremists quoting Khrushchev as saying 
that Americans can be given small doses of socialism until they awaken to 
find they have communism; the authors note that Federal agencies, including 
the FBI, have been unable to find a record of Khrushchev having said this.

For information of Newark, the Bureau by letter 
dated 3/16/64 to VICTOR LASKY acknowledged receipt of LASKY' s 
letter of 3/9/64 with enclosure and advised that the material 
will be made a record in our files. For the information of 
the Newark Office, the files of NYO reflect that LASKY was. 
formerly a correspondent of the "New York World Telegram 
ana Sun 1 ' and writer for "American Legion" magazine. In 1954 
LASKY was contemplating obtaining employment as a TV and 
Radio commentator for the American Broadcasting Company. The 
files of NYO further reflect that VICTOR LaSKY is the author 
of "Seeds of Treason" (dealing with ALGER HISS case) and 
"The Man and the Myth" (dealing with late President JOHN F. 
KENNEDY). During the course of the ALGER HISS trial, LASKY 
was interviewed by NYO agents on a number of occasions and was 
cooperative. NYO indices further reflect numerous references 
to LASKY indicating that he was a subscriber to newspapers, books 
and other periodicals sponsored by the Independent Socialist 
League, Socialist Workers Party, as well as pro-Chinese Com- 
munist literature.

DETAILS: 

"Robert F. Kennedy: The Myth and the Man" by Victor 
Lasky (published 1968 by Trident Press) is highly critical of the :late 
Senator Robert Kennedy. Previously, Lasky had published "J. F. K. : 
The Man and the Myth" which was critical of the life and works of 
President Kennedy. Lasky has been friendly toward the Bureau and is 
currently on the Special Correspondents List. He is the co-author 
(along with Ralph De Toledano) of "Seeds of Treason. " 

OBSERVATIONS: 

Captioned book is marked by extreme hostility to former 
Senator Robert Kennedy. In a foreword, Lasky says that tragic as was 
Kennedy's death, "the fact remains that Robert F. Kennedy was a tough 
no-holds -barred politician constantly engaged in combat; and it does the 
truth an enormous disservice when his aggrieved friends seek to canonize 
him as a young idealist seeking power only for the sake of effecting reforms 
and insuring peace in the world. " 

Lasky goes on to say that Kennedy was "a professional 
political gladiator schooled in the rough-and-tumble of electoral combat, 
taking on all opponents with little regard for the political niceties. Not 
yet forty-three years of age, Robert Kennedy was one of the most feared 
men in American politics. " This book, the author claims, seeks to show 
Kennedy as he actually was— "an earthy, colorful figure to whom little 
mattered but victory. " 

In just about every role in Kennedy*s career, Lasky is 
critical. For example, he says that Kennedy was "a humorless man. 
And he was aware of this deficiency. So he deliberately developed the 
type of self-deprecatory humor that Adlai Stevenson brought to contem- 
porary politics. The only difference is that Stevenson usually made up 
his own jokes. " "Bobby had little taste for the world of ideas. He was 
not interested in reading long and complex works of literature. But he 
was aware of the political necessity of developing the kind of intellectual 
image his late brother projected. Thus, he was often photographed 
boarding aplanejcarrying books. But few reporters traveling with him 
ever> saw him crack one. " 

Other features of Lasky's portrait of Kennedy: "there 
was little warmth in his icy-blue eyes orchis fingertip handshakes. " 
"The truth is that Bobby was not overly endowed with articulateness. "

"In the Senate, Bobby remained an outsider. . . The hard work that is 
required to get things done in the Senate was not to his liking. " 

The book is highly readable and abounds with tales and 
stories from Kennedy's career. Actually, the book is chronological,, 
tracing Kennedy from his birth step by step through his rise to national 
prominence. Invariably, Lasky is critical of Kennedy, pointing out that 
at heart Kennedy was "mad for power" and Was willing to use any device, 
person or situation to achieve it. According to Lasky, even politicians 
in his own party hated and feared him. "But they were afraid of him. 
Having experienced the Kennedy drive for power through the years, they 
feared that sooner or later Bobby would occupy the White House. And 
that's where the power is, baby. " 



MENTION OF THE FBI 



The FBI and Mr. Hoover are mentioned frequently by 
Lasky. This mention occurs while Lasky is narrating the various episodes 
in the life of Kennedy. 

The most prominent mention of the FBI in relation to 
Kennedy occurs in Chapter 29 entitled "Wiretapping. " In this chapter, 
Lasky details the dispute between the late Senator and Mr. Hoover over 
the issue of wiretapping. Lasky emphasizes that Kennedy Was badly 
defeated in this encounter. 

"The origins of the Kennedy-Hoover dispute lay in a 
long- smoldering, little publicized feud dating back to the very first days 
of the New Frontier. Following President Kennedy's assassination, their 
relationship ended abruptly. Their only contacts were through formal 
correspondence and the orders each man issued through his intermediaries. 
When Bobby resigned as Attorney General in the summer of 1964, it seemed 
predestined that one day there would be a formal airing of their differences. 

Lasky then details the history of the I a nd 
cases. As a result, the Justice Department "had publicized 
in neon lights that extensive 'bugging* had taken place during Robert 
Kennedy's reign as Attorney General. Bobby was left with only one 
obvious out— that these illegal activities were unauthorized— and he rose 
to the bait. " Subsequently, Kennedy d enied that he had any knowledge of

not saying anything publicly — for the moment. What Bobby was also doing 
was taking advantage of a semantic opening. In their questions, the 
reporters had repeatedly used the terms 'wiretaps' and Wiretapping. ' 
They were clearly unaware of the distinct technical differences between 
wiretaps and micro phone-typ e listening devices — such as the 'bugs' which 
the FBI installed i nl I hotel suite and in a number of offices and 

hotels in Las Vegas during the years of Bobby's f war' against the under- 
world. Thus when Bobby was asked whether he had authorized any 
Las Vegas wiretap, he gave a technically correct answer when he said 
'no. ' It was a bug, a device which is neither designed nor intended to 
monitor telephone conversations. " 

Later, Mr. Hoover "really blew the whistle on Bobby. He 
charged that Robert F. Kennedy, as Attorney General, not only knew of 
FBI eavesdropping in criminal cases but had in fact stepped it up. " Lasky 
then describes the various documents issued by the Director to refute 
Kennedy's false claims. Lasky comments: "Despite increasing evidence 
that his memory was failing him, Bobby Kennedy fought back." However, 
in Lasky's opinion, it was a losing fight. He adds: "Licking his wounds 
after this painful battle, Bobby was quoted as lamenting that quarreling 
with the bulldog-tough FBI chief was 'like having a fight with St. George. * 
Behind the scenes,:, however, he was making every effort to defuse his 
quarrel with Hoover. It was a battle he knew he could not win. " 

President Johnson's "public posture, meanwhile, was that 
he wanted no part of the feud. . . There were those who believed that 
Lyndon Johnson had given Bobby the most brutal beating of his young life. 
The question was even raised as to whether Hoover had obtained the 
President's approval before writing his letter to the Republican Congress- 
man (Gross) from Iowa. . . But there could be no doubt that Lyndon 
Johnson was enjoying Bobby I s discomfiture. " The President in his State 
of the Union Message of January 10, 1967, left Bobby squirming when he 
denounced all wiretapping and bugging, public and private, except for 
national security. Kennedy didn't like these remarks and did not applaud 
them. Lasky quotes the Baltimore "Sun" as saying: "One thing about 
Bobby we never understood is, he's a skier, football player, mountain 
climber and all, but he claps like Casper Milquetoast. " 

Lasky also mentions Kennedy's investigation of James Hoffa 
of the Teamsters union, starting when Kennedy Was chief counsel of the 
McClellan Committee. However, in this connection, Lasky quotes 
Newsman Clark Mollenhoff as saying that Kennedy "had shown signs of 
unsteadiness. He sometimes lost his temper, and occasionally a little- 
boy impetuousness marred his performance. Members of the press were

inclined to give a major part of the credit for thosesuccessful investigations 
to. . . more experienced members of the staff. " 

Mention is briefly made of the FBI during Kennedy's 
investigation of Hoffa. In one instance, mention is made that Mr. Hoover 
visited Kennedy's office and indicates that the FBI was involved in the 
mvestigation too. Lasky also mentions the incident involving the action of 
President Kennedy and Attorney General Kennedy (1962) relative to the 
increase in prices by the steel companies. Lasky is again critical. 
However, Bobby's unorthodox behavior during the flap over steel prices 
in the spring of 1962, aroused considerable concern. FBI agents had 
been dispatched in the middle of the night to interview newspaper reporters 
on some aspects of the steel story. Columnist Max Lerner found the

denied that he had ever authorized such an investigation. Later-after

It was also learned 
mat the FBI had been asked to conduct the investigation but that J. Edgar
